Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, former 
chier 


chemist for the government. 
In an ap- 


peal published today ho calls to arms 
all the patrons of nil the lobster palaces 
of all the big cities, as well as those who 
value wine for wine's sake, to join in 
battle against the senate change that, In 
his opinion, would permit adulteration 
of fermented grape juice. 


"Let the people who are interested in 


the purity of products," he appeals, "im- 
mediately protest against this outrageous 
attempt' to debauch the wines of the 
country." 


The objection of I)r. Wiley is bnsea 


on the provision that permits the addi- 
tion, "before, during or after fermenta- 
tion," of sugar, grape must or water, not 
to exceed 20 per cent of the total of pure 
fermented grape jnico. This, Dr. Wiley 
contends, lets down the bars to all de- 
scriptions of adnlteratton, ns no one can 
tell the original quantity of original fer- 
mented grape juice after the adulterants 
have been added. 


"It only remains now,'' says Dr. Wiley, 


scornfully, "for the. senate 
to 
deline 


whisky as an alcoholic beverage, made ot 
neutral spirits, burnt sugar and syn- 
thetic flavors, nnd beer ns a beverage 
made of any old thing that will ferment 
and embittered with anything that is 
bitter, from capsicum to nloes, to com- 
plete the debasement of American bev- 
erages."

Sun Antonio, Texas, Sept. 13. — In a

Springs, Texas, today one Mexican was 
killed six Mexicans wounded and 14 
captured. 


None of the pursuing party was in-

-The Fort Wayne Electric works hav 


recently installed in their power house 
a number of General Electric steam flou 
meters, under the direction of Mr. Wil 
kinson, of the General Electric company 
Scheneetady, X. Y. 
This steam floi\ 


meter is an instrument indicating am. 
recording the amount of steam or other 
medium passing through a pipe. 


In this installation 
a meter is in- 


stalled upon each boiler, the connection 
being made in the nipple connecting tl 
boiler to the header line. This will en- 
able the firemen to at any time know 
exactly the amount of steam each boiler 
is producing, and from this information 
the plant may be so run that each boil- 
er does its share of the work, as it is 
a well known fact that in an installa- 
tion of a number of boilers one or two 
of the boilers due to peculiar conditions 
may do more than their share of steam 
production, or what is known as "hog- 
ging the load." This, of course, is en- 
tirely obviated by the use of steam flow 
meters, as it can be determined at a 
glance •whether this condition obtain! 
and the firing may be regulated accord 
ingly. 


Meters will also be installed on the 


lines supplying the different shops with 
lire steam in order that the amount of 
(team uncd for other purposes than pow- 
er may bo determined, which is vcrv 
valuable information in figuring power 
touts. 


The installation of these meters does 


Jiot entail a great amount of labor or 
trouble an is often supposed, it only be- 
ing necessary to disconnect a suitable 
length of pipo in the locality where the 
Btcom flow in to be determined and in- 
lert a thin brass reducer which is held 
In place by the pipe flanges. 
A small 


hole- is then drilled in the pipe itwlf 
»nd the meter nozzle inserted. 
Tin: 


moter itself may he placed in any con- 
venient location and is connected with 
thp nozzle by quarter inch pipe. 


The operation of the meter is entire- 


ly automatic after once being installed, 
no further attention being necessary ex- 
cepting to 
change the record charts. 


This type of steam flow meter is a re- 
cent .innovation in economic apparatus. 
»nd is applicable to the measiiromiint of 
the flow of steiim in anv sized pipe.

Of the 320 schooners chartered for this 


suinmer'n fishing about two-thirds are 
owned in Seattle and will return hero 
with their miinmnr earnings. This will 
mean that something over a million dol- 
lars will be brought to Seattle from 
the snlmon run of 1913.

The fish traps have 
spoiled shore fishing, and we must go 
down into deep water and work everv 
hour possible to keep from being left nil 
around/' 


Seattle fishermen ..are mostly Austra- 


lians and Swedes. "Usually they are mar- 
ried and have a home in Bailard or some 
othci- suburb.

lion dollars that they bring back from 
the sen every yer.r a great part of it goes 
to build up the homo life or the city.

'WV have it on 
the word of .Mr. Josephus lianiels, Secretary of 
the Navy, thai il was .Mr. Wilson's voulhlul 
ambition to enter Annapoli-. and seek a naval 
career. 
It is < > i , the supposition t h a t he had 


done so and would now be Captain Wilson 
instead of President Wilson that this brief 
biography is based. 
I say "Captain" Wilson. 


You never can tell what will happen in official 


life; he might h.ive been "plucked" by a 
"plucking board" while .1 lieutenant com- 
mander and never even risen as fr.r as captain. 


Assuming, however, that ihe same scholarly, 


thoughtful, capable man who now sits in the 
White House is the Woodruw Wilson of this 
sketch, and assuming that none of the organ- 
^zation leaders of l;.ssex count), New .lersev, 
were members of the "plucking board," it is 
safe to assume further that our Woodrow 
Wilson was not "plucked," but arriied safely 
at the rank of captain and the command of 
the Key West naval station. 
Why the Key- 


West station? 
Why not? 
Isn't Captain 'Ed- 


ward E. Hayden commandant of that Nation? 
And if Woodrow Wilson had entered Annapolis 
instead of Princeton in 1S75 h-> would have 
been a classmate of Captain liayden. 
He might 


have been appointed commandant instead. 


Captain Wilson, then a lad of nearly nine- 


teen, arrived at Annapolis in September of 
187S. 
He carried with him his appointment as 


a midshipman from South Carolina, the State 
which has furnished several brilliant men to 
both the army and navy, notable among them 
being the Ferguson family. 
To show how 


well he was fitted to take up the peculiar 
course of study at Annapolis and to show just 
how close this biography came to being fact 
instead of imagination one cannot do better 
than to ouote from William Bayard Haie's 
"Woodrow Wilson: A Story of His Life." Says 
Mr. Hale:—

Columbia, S. C., in the autumn of 1870, the 
Rev. Dr. Wilson resigning his pastorate in 
order to become a professor in'ihe Southern

have retreated here into the more exciting 
scenes of an imaginative life. 
He forsook in 


mind the streets of the commonplace town and 
the dreary banks of the Cong'.ree and adven- 
tured forth in search of exploits in far-off 
lands. AH boys do something of the sort, but 
there can be no doubt that in the case of this 
young dreamer the exercise of imagination 
was constant and vivid and that during a great 
part of his days he .'ived, so far as his mind 
was concerned, in one or another of l^e 
various characters which he had invented and 
assumed.

Boys who nre trying to work their way 


through college have always to contend 
with the temptation to work too hard and 
so ruin their future by impairing their 
health. It is this condition which the 
establishment of the university farm is 
expected to lessen or abolish. 


Every morning during the season when 


vegetables are ready for market in that 


I locality the early riser.in Princeton may 
see the university fnrm wagon driven 


I through the village streets with its lond 
jof produce which is offered for sale at tho 
village stores. Teddy, the faithful equine 
friend of the student fanners, draws the 
wagon, which is driven cither by one of 
the students or by Mr. Charles Irving 
Plnee, who is the farm "boss." The 
wagon goes the rounds of the shops to dis- 
Iposo of its wnres, but should th'e shop- 
jkeepers prove obdurate nnd declare that 
(they had already engajjed all the vegeta- 
bles they could use the student farmers 
are by no means disconcerted.

beans, corn or whatever other vegetables 
the patches have afforded that morning, 
is driven home again and the rejected 
vegetables nre put up in cans by the Btu 
dent farmers.

Of all the rest of the university farm 


land by far the greater part is used for 
large crops—corn, potatoes and hay prin- 
cipally. Those are taken charge of, either 
by Mr. Place or, under him, by a practical 
fanner who lives with his family in the 
farmhouse situated on one of the tracts. 
The student, fanners work on the farm 
under the direction of Mr. Plnce, and 
receive the sum of twenty cents an 
hour for their labor. When they work 
constantly this means n weekly wage of 
$10 for an eight hour day. Their own 
individual patches they must cnk(ynte 
out of hours, either early in the morning 
or after the regular day's work is done 


onions, parsnips, turnips and cabbages. 
The corn crop was one of the features of 
the farm in which they took the greatest 
pride until a sudden hailstorm laid .some 
of tho tallest fields low and so taught 
them one of the bitter lessons which must 
be learned by all real agriculturists. 


The main crops, those on which the stu- 


dents work for so much pay an hour, are 
stored in the big barn and the storehouse, 
which arc a part of the property, until 
the season of the year when they can bo 
sold to the greatest advantage. This sea- 
son's hay crop was excellent both in qual- 
ity and quantity and the farmers are look- 
ing forward to making a large and val- 
uable potato crop. There are also apple 
trees on the farm, and in the season this 
branch of agricultural industry was re- 
garded with great favor by the students 
who were engaged in harvesting the crop. 


Work on the farm starts at eight o'clock, 


there is nn hour at noon for dinner and the 
toil of the <lny is over at five except In 
the very busy seasons, when hours are 
lengthened out to suit Ihe need.

Cheerful information comes from those;

"not only are oysters to be more numer-] 


OHS than in any year in the memory of, 
the oldest living oysterroan, but they are, 
to be whiter, firmer and more delicious to 
tbe taste." Also it is on record" among the; 
oystermen that their commodity has re-j 
ceived a clean bill of health from one of j 
the greatest authorities in the country.! 
Dr. Carl L. Alberg, chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry of the Department of Agri-; 


culture at Washington, has come out in 
defence of the oyster, and is authority for! 
tic statement that oysters when properly' 
inspected and controlled are not as liable • 
to impnrities as the average milk supply. 


The principal oyster exchange of New 


York city, which means the principal 
oyster market of the world—for New York 
is the shipping centre for oysters to all 
parts of the United States an well as to 
foreign countries—is at Pike street and 
East River. Here the oyster dealers have 
their stations, and day after day in the 
season the fleets of oyster boats ply back 
and forth between this point and the 
oyster beds. About four hundred and 
u'xty million oysters go through New 
York city annually on their way to other 
parts of the country and to the different 
neighborhoods of the city itself. This 
means two million bushels of the sea food, 
and of these it ia estimated at th» ovster

A veteran oystcrnitui who has been in 


the business since the days when oysters 
ran wild in the waters about New York 
and were not the cultivated beings they 
are to-day shook his head at this opening 
contribution to the inquirer's store of 
i.vster lore. 


"Yes, they do," he declared, "in some 


parts of the world oysters grow on trees. 
You can pick oysters off the mango trees 
in the Florida Keys. The shells are 
beautiful, but the oyster are not edible. 
Still, they're oysters which have deposited 
the seeds on the mango tree and grown 
up riffht there." 


There arc at least three schools through 


which tbe modern oyster passes before it 
appears in the market—the seed bed, tbe 
growing bed and tbe market bed. 
It is 


when the seed bed shows good results that 
the oysternmn rejoices, for although it. is* 
possible that many things may happen to 
destroy the crop after the seeds have "set," 
Mm bulk of tb* oyiit"1: farmer's worries 


concerns 
the "setting." 
Like the bee 


farmer, tho oyster farmer helps nature 
along in the manufacture of the product 
in whieh lie is particularly interested. 
The bee farmer provides manufactured 
honey combs so that the bee won't have to 
:livert its attention from honey making to 
the less important process of comb mak- 
ing. The oyster planter sows the bed of 
the ocean with empty oyster shells so that 
the tiny seeds groping through the water 
for a point of attachment will find shells 
everywhere about it. 
The spawn must 


find something on which to "set:," and a 
shell is the best possible thing. When no 
shells are to be found the spawn will some- 
times set on glass, stones or any tiling that 
is not slimy. One of the dealers has an 
empty cheese jar to which an oyster at- 
tached itself and also an iron ring curi- 
ously surrounded by an oyster.

Farmers who have old corn left over : 
who will take the trouble to mix it: 
with the new. can feed the new crop 
; 


to very good advantage because the j 
green stuff Is greatly relished by the 
pigs and It adds to the palatibllity of 
the old corn. 


But It Is & mistake to start hogs en 


new earn alone and all well informed 
feeders know that it takes moro grain 
and longer time to make fat hogs from 
new than from old corn.' 


Another thing: 
It is believed by 


many hog raisers that heavy feeding 
with new 
corn 
produces 
gholera. 


While this is not likely, it is almost 
certain to produce disturbance of the 
digestlvB organs and prevent that 
steady laying on of fat which IB the 
aim of all feeders. 


We all know that corn IB the most 


fattening feed that can be used but 
many of us have not yet learned that 
constnnt and heavy feeding of this 
grain alone produces serious trouble 
and does not make as good pork as 
when fed judiciously with other food. 


When a hog is stuffed with corn and 


nothing else, he soon becomes over- 
fattened and hla growth stops, simply 
because he does not get the proper 
material in his food to make bone and 
muscle and his fat is piled on a small. 
weak frame. 


A corn-fat hog is also deficient in 


rich blood, lacks stamina and is In a 
poor condition to resist any disease 
that is liable to attack him under such 
condition. It is all right to crowd pigs j 
from birth to maturity provided they) 
are crowded with growth as well as j 
fat. 
I

Btitution which will carry a load of fat i 
which is to be put on during the close ; 
of the feeding period.

The wise feeder does not figure so I 


much on the amount of fat he can put j 
on his hogs as he does on how quickly 
and cheaply he can prepare them for 
market and how much profit he can 
make during the feeding period.

acres of corn and no clover pasture or 
alfalfa IB not in a good position as re- 
gards hog feeding. We maintain that 
the best .pork is never produced on 
corn alone.

necessary to the proper 
feeding or 


hogs from the time they arc pigs to 
the time they arc sent to market. If a 
man has no scnslljlu knowledge of 
balanced rations. In; rnn. If ho is a 
close observer and possessed of com- 
mon sense, generally tell when his 
hogs are making the right kind of 
irowth.

The climate of the Canal Zone Is 


humid and typically tropical. With a 
very narrow annual range in tempera- 
ture, but with marked contrasts in 
quantity of rainfall, the seasons are 
aptly divided into dry and rainy. The 
dry 
season 
proper 
begins 
usually 


about the middle of December, al- 
though there are occasionally con- 
siderable variations from this. Fairly 
heavy precipitation sometimes occurs 
in the dry season, particularly on the 
Atlantic slops. 


Normally the season is character- 


ized by cloudless skies, constant winds, 
and such scanty rainfall that many 
crops 
which 
make 
steady 
growth 


throughout the rainy months hasten 
to maturity, practically cease to grow, 
or are completely parched unless irri- 
gated. 
The prevailing typo of corn 


planted about December 1st usually 
matures the latter part of February.

be taken of the first favorable weather 
during the latter part of the wet sea- 
son, due care being taken in all cases 
that the soil is in proper condition 
with respect to moisture, that is not 
soggy or sticky. 


Among the Important Temperate 


Zone vegetables that have been more 
or less successfully grov^n are cucum- 


bers, eggplant?, lettuce, beans, cow- 
peas, rudishee. carrots, peppers and 
pumpkins.

By far the larger number of weevils 


appear to hibernate in the fields. They 
do not burrow far beneath the surface 
unless the ground Is very loose and 
soft, and then they may go down three 
or four Inches Into the ground. 


To destroy the hibernating places as 


far as possible should be tho aim of 
the careful farmer. This means clean 
up the weeds, grass and all rubbish 
along ditches and fences. Destroy old 
stack bottoms. 
Do not leave small 


piles of hay in the fields. 
Burn or 


plow under all the dead vines, weeds, 
stalks, etc., left in the garden at the 
close of the season.

leave 


large manure piles or other unneces- 
sary materials around the barns or 
outbulldmgs. Cut and remove

alfalfa along the borders of the fields, 
as well as you do that in the centre.

AN EXPERI5IENT WITH SAND FOB 


SICK CHICKS. 


I see so often in the paper of people 


being troubled with white diarrhoea 
In their chicks. 
Three years'ago we 


lost most all of our young chicks, with 
this disease and I concluded it was the 
want of sand, so this year we have 
sieved sand for them when they are 
one day old and put a little bran on 
It and the next day we give them bran 
millet and wheat and corn chop, all 
mixed, equal parts, on the sand—just 
> little so they will get more sand than 
the mixture, and this year I have 150 
and have scarcely lost a chick, I had 
56 little ones and did not lose one, until 
r ran out of sand, when one died and 
the others looked bad, so we got the 
tand right away and they picked up 
Immediately. For mite lice we use a 
pint of grease and one quart of coal 
nil and a pint of crude carbolic acid 
and take a swab or turkey wing and 
flll all the crevices in the chicken 
Bouses with tho mixture and we have 
not seen any of the lice since two 
fears ago. barring onn or two times In 
'.he summer when I went right at the 
•ooals with the 
mixture and 
they 


quickly disappeared.—J. D. Hunter,

QUACK GRASS 


When a field Is badly Infested with 


quack grass it should be plowed from 
five to eight inches deep as soon «is the 
hay or grain crop Is removed. 
All 


portions of the grass must be turned 
under. Within a few days tho plow 
should be followed by a disk harrow 
with the disks set straight the first 
time over to avoid turning any of the 
sod. 
The disking should be repeated 


once or twice a week for six or 
eight weeks and occasionally 
after 


that until freezing weather. 
• 


The 
following 
spring 
cultivation 


should begin early, and be practiced 
every week or ten days until the mid- 
dle of May, when the field may be 
planted ' to silage or fodder corn. 
Thorough 
cultivation of tho 
corn 


should complete the eradication under 
favorable climatic eonditlons. 


Short crop rotations are useful In 


kseplng quack grass,under control and 
when arranged HO as to provide an 
opportunity to attack the quack prasfl 
at the right time, they will permit 
eradication of the weed without losing 
the use of the land. 


A fine commercial pack of Biirtlctt 


pears. Fruit must be packed well If 
good prices are to be realized. 


packed and shipped as soon as possible 
as they are quite perishable. 


The boxes for pears must be lined 


with wrapping paper and the pears 
themselves also wrapped. There is an 
Increasing demand for fancy pears, 
which means carefully selected, uni- 
form fruit, well packed. 
It is under- 


stood, of course, that the fruit itself Is 
first-class. Such fruit always brings 
higher prices than unsorted, poorly 
wrapped and packed pears. 
It is a 


splendid illustration of the statement 
that the greatest profit is realized by 
hnndllnK a number one product in a 
first-class manner. 


There are several forms of packs 


for pears, but. all are diagonal. 
The 


pearo must be packer! so tight that 
when the bos is nailed there will be 
pressure enough on the fruit to hold 
It firmly In place. 
A larger bulge is 


allowed on pears than is customary, on 
apples. 


TIMELY MARKETING OF THE LAMB CROP 


Every flock owner should devote 


particular attention to the handling of 
his flock in such manner that bin crop 
oC liimbs will be In proper condition 
t<> market when tho price Is right to 
sell. 


The Increasing demand for faney 


mutton at times during thn yenr has 
given flock owners a. much better op- 
portunity to soli their lambs when 
prices aro on a higher level than dur- 
ing the ordinary market season. 


The man with a flock of high-class 


mutton sheep has a field of operation 
all his own. Today there Is a steady 
demand for all the lambs he can pro- 
duce at any season of the year and at 
prices that insure a fair margla of 
profit. 


It Is simply a matter of having his 


lambs In good condition when 
the 


markets are not overloaded with the 
products from the large feed lots. In 
close proximity to the large cities in 
the Eastern states there is a profitable 
field for the winter lamb business. 


This Is a branch of the sheep busi- 


ness that can never suffer because of 
competition with the large feed lots. 
The consumers of this class of fancy 
mutton are the rich people who have 
money to pay for an article that 
pleases their palates and who will 
never accept the feed lot lamb as a 
substitute for the tender. Juicy and 
palatable lamb that possesses superior 
qualities. 


Another branch of mutton growing 


that perhaps Is better adapted to the 
average farmer Is that of maturing 
spring lambs for the market. 
Such 


lambs are ready for market shortly 
after the winter lambs are sold. As a 
general rule such lambs bring more 
money than thosn that are held back 
and finished alonff toward autumn. 


Duriiig lato years there has been an 


increasins demand for the late sum- 
mer and early fall lambs to supply the 
market for a few weeks In August and

TUBERCULOSIS FROM COWS? 


In a. recent report on the relative 


prevalence of human and bovine tu- 
bercle germs In bone and ,1oint tuber- 
culosis of children, there are Included 
70 patients, each one studied critically. 
AH were children under twelve years 
of nge with the exception of three. Of 
the 70 cases of bone and Joint tuber- 
culosis, the bovine variety of the germ 
was present in 41 cases and the human 
In 26. Both varieties were found In 
three cases. 
Where there were his- 


tories of tuberculosis in the families. 
71 per cent of the, cases were due to 
the human type. Where there was no 
family history, only 17 per cent were, 
due to the human type .and about 82 
per rent, to germs of the so-called 
bovine type.
